Of the 12,409 who are 18 
through 21 years of age 
most are getting students 
benefits under a provision 
which permits the contin- 
uation of a child’s hene- 
fits past his or her 18th 
birthday, and up to age 22 
if her or she is attending 
school full time, Butinthis 
18 to 22 age group, Scott 
said, are some other types

Highway Patrol 


Gives Weekly 
Report 


From 6:00 p, m, Fri- 
day through 12 midnight 
Sunday, your Alabama 
highway patrol investiga- 
ted 157 rural traffic acci- 
dents. In these accidents 
74 persons were injured 
and 14 were killed, The 
fatalities occured in the 
following counties: three 
each in Clark and Chero- 
kee, two each in Butler 
and Colbert, and one each 
in Macon, Ilale, Escam- 
bia, and Russell, hese 
accidents bring the number 
of people killed in Ala- 
bama this year to 366 com- 
pared with 365 killed dur- 
ing the same period last 
year. This is an increase 
of one fatality. The eight 
county Dothan district tro- 
opers investigated 17 ac- 
cidents with 10 injuries and 
no fatalities, The traffic 
law violations causing 
these accidents were; dri- 
ving while intoxicated, 
reckless driving, speeding, 
wrong side of road, fail- 
ure to yield right of way, 
inattention, avoiding anoth- 
er vehicle, improper pas- 
sing, fell asleep at wheel, 
following too close, and 
failure to signalinpassing, 
The Dothan district has 23 
rural traffic fatalities so 
far this year as compared 
with 28 at the same period 
last year, 

Coffee County troopers 
investigated no accidents 
with no injuries and no fa- 
talities, So far this year 
four people have died in 
Coffee County ascompared 
with %ne at the same time 
last year,

Garden Plants 
Need Protection 
From Disease 


Now is the time to pro- 
tect young vegetable gar- 
dens against many different 
diseases that attack them, 

Extension Plant Patholo- 
gist and Nematologist Dr, 
Luther Farrar says thor- 
ough coverage of all veg- 
etable plant parts is very 
important when dusting or 
spraying, If any part of the 
leaves, stems or fruits 
isn’t covered, fungus seed 
can land on the unprotected 
area and cause infection, 

Sprays are usually more 
effective than dusts be- 
cause they give better coy- 
erage, 

A spreader - 
should be used 
fungicide spray solutions 
unless the container label 
says not to use one, A 
spreader - sticker breaks 
the surface tension of plant 
parts and allows the solu- 
tion to wet all surfaces 
evenly, 

Farrar says to pick one 
afternoon of the week and 
spray that same day each 
week throughout the grow- 
ing season,

make the last application 
before harvest, check the 
county Extension office,

Support price for 1970 
crop peanuts by type and 
area will be announced 
soon, as will premiums 
and discounts for various 
types of kernels, foreign 
material, and other fac- 
tors, 

Price-support loans and 
purchases will be available 
to producers who comply 
with their 1970-crop pea- 
nut acreage allotments, 

Peanut growers are ad- 
vised that a national ave- 
rage of $255 per ton has 
been set as the minimum 
price-support on 1970 crop 
peanuts, according to Roy 
L, Ellis, Chairman of the 
County Agricultural Stabi- 
lization and Conservation 
Committee, last year’s 
national average support 
price was $247,50 per ton, 

[The peanut price-sup- 
port level might be in- 
creased later, but will not 
be lowered, If the actual 
parity price on August | 
is higher than now esti- 
mated, the price-support 
level for peanuts will be 
increased toreflect75 per- 
cent Of parity,

ASCS Receives 
Payment Drafts 
For Farmers 


Some farm program pay~= 
ment drafts are already 
being received inthe Coffee 
County ASCS Office for ise 
suance to producers on or 
after July 1, according to 
Roy L, Ellis, Chairman of 
the Coffee County Agricule 
tural Stabilization and Con- 
servation Committee, 

“By the end of May, a- 
bout 325,000 data sheets 
had been received in the 
ASCS computer center in 
New Orleans, By the end 
of August when farm pro- 
gram payments are expec= 
ted tobe substantially com- 
pleted, we anticipate that 
about 2,25 million data 
sheets will haye heen re- 
ceived and processed,’’ he 
said, 

Ile reminded  partici- 
pants in the feed grain, 
wheat and cotton programs 
that early certification of 
compliance means early 
payments, ‘‘As soon asa 
producer certifies, the 
County ASCS Office begins 
processing the papers for 
the payment he _ has 
earned,’’ Mr, Ellis said, 

The County office sends 
the data sheets to New Or- 
leans where the Data Pro- 
cessing Center computes 
the payments earned and 
prints out sight drafts and 
statements - Of - payments 
computations, These are 
then returned to the County 
ASCS Office for issuance 
to producers, Nopayments 
may he issued until July 1, 
the beginning of the fiscal 
year, when sufficient 
funds become available, 

While urging early cer- 
tification by producers, the 
County ASCS Committee 
Chairman said that he re- 
cognizes it is easier for 
some to certify early than 
for others to do so, “‘Cer- 
tification must be accurate, 
Program participants must 
know exactly their planted, 
diverted, and conserving 


base acreages, They must 


be sure they have complied 
with all program provi- 
sions before they certify,’’ 
he said, 

Producers with small 
feed grain bases or wheat 
allotments which they di- 
verted altogether, or cot- 
ton growers who got a good 
Stand early -- generally, 
these folks were in ear- 
liest to certify, And par- 
ticipants who got measure- 
ment service from the 
county office have been able 
to make early certi- 
fications,’’ Mr, Ellis com- 
mented, 

Some 1,105 producers are 
participating in the feed 
grain program, 23 in the 
wheat program, and 29] in 
the cotton program in Cof- 
fee County this year, The 
programs are voluntary, 
In return for participation, 
producers earn price-sup- 
port payments, are eligible 
for price-support loans, 
and may earn diversion 
payments for feed grainand 
wheat, To earn these pay- 
ments, they limit produc- 
tion of the program crops, 
and set aside cropland 
acres for conserving uses 
which protect the soil,
